This was that the 
northern half of the province was opening up so 
quickly. 

A redrawing of die map in five years might be 
taken as sufficient recognition of this rapid growth.

WASHINGTON—GOP loaders 
predicted privately Monday 
that even without Viet Nam and 
Inflation as issues. Republicans 
will gain at least 35 to 40 house 
teats in the November Congres¬ 
sional elections. 

The reason la the reverse of 
the so-called Goldwater drag— 
the tide that swept dozens of 
Republican Oongresamen to de¬ 
feat In 1164. The Republican 
leaden believe this tide b 
twinging back their way 

They expect to get back moat 
of the normally Republican 
votes that defected to President 
Johnson because of antipathy to 
Goldwater. The more realistic 
Democratic pros concede this. 
HOPEFUL 

However, the Republicans pos¬ 
sibly too hopefully, anticipate 
more. They say they seaae that 
a good many other* who voted 
for Mr. Johnson will deliber¬ 
ately'vote for Republican Con¬ 
gressional candidates this fall 
to prove their independence to 
themselves. 

1 -ending at least tome sup¬ 
port to the GOP hope* la the 
fact that voters have been split¬ 
ting tickets considerably more 
In recent elections, refusing to 
vote a straight party line. 

In 1964, more than 40 Repub¬ 
lican Congressmen lost by less 
than 5 per cent of the total vote 
In districts that Goldwater was 
lasing by more than 10 prr cent 
to the president. Theae are 
seats that the Republicans have 
every right to expect to win 
back this year. 

Republican candidates g o t 
42.8 per cent of the total vota 
cast for Congressmen In 1M4. 


In the process, they lost a net 
total of 36 Mata. 

The GOP leaden say that 
Viet Nam, and the Inflation re¬ 
sulting from the war’s effect on 
the economy, will also be issues 
in the fall elections. 

They believe voters are coo- 
j fused about the fighting, that 
they don't know why the United 
States is involved and that the 
war is therefore increasingly 
unpopular. 

! They believe they stand to 
benefit from this without Re¬ 
publican politicians making It 
a campaign Issue.

Therefore, their present Inten¬ 
tion is to needle the Democrats 
over their division on the de¬ 
gree of U.S. involvement Ua Viet 
Nam, and to support Mr. John¬ 
son's request for funds to con¬ 
duct the war, particularly If the 
fighting escalates, as they fully 
expect. 

A Senate speech last week by 
Sen. Wayne Morae (D—Ore.), 
the administration's most vocal 
critic on Viet Nam, fill be 
widely quoted by GOP Speak- 
era In an effort to embarrass 
the Democrats. 

In his speech Morse said:. 
“What this administration doss 
not like to face up to—and the 
administration will hear about 
tWo bwwew i now and Novem¬ 
ber — is that no Republican 
president sent any boy in toil- 
form to South Viet Nam to die.

The Package Deal

, When I was first taught how to plant 
■ row, my instructor—an old Scottish 
professiora! gardener—insisted that I 
taka out a circular flat-bottomed hole 
about IS inches in diameter and 8 Inches 
darp. and build a mound of beaten 
aartb in the middle. The idea here wks 
to lit the rase bush on this mound with 
the roots spread out evenly, radiating 
outward and gently downward from the 
centre, then fill in the hole and make 
very firm. 

* * * 

When I started writing about garden¬ 
ing, I passed this information along 
conscientiously until a couple of years 
ago when I realized suddenly that rose 
bushes had changed since my younger 
days. The rose plants we are getting 
nowadays don’t have roots radiating 
outward in all directions (ram the cen¬ 
tra >they are growing more or less in a 
bunch sad painting only one way, and 
no matter how you fiddle with them, 
you Just can’t make them take up a 
circular position, like spokes on a^ 
wheel. Far this reason, I have aban¬ 
doned the circular planting hole and 
have changed my whole method of 
planting. 

I don't know what the modern nur¬ 
seryman does to his roses to get the 


roots bunched together and sloping off 
in one direction only—1 suppose toil is 
done to make packaging easier—but It 
seems wise to string along with the 
deal and plant the rose the same way 
as it grew in tts last home rather 
than try to make it adopt a new pos¬ 
ture. 

To accomplish this, I take out a 
squarish planting hole with a sloping 
bottom, 3 inches deep at ooe end and 
9 inches deep at the other. Any long 
straggling roots on toe rose are shorten¬ 
ed. and any damaged ones cut away. 
The plant is held at the shallow end of 
the bole, with the graft union about an 
inch or so below soil level, and the 
roots are spread out on the sloping 
floor of the hole before fiDIng-ln com¬ 
mences. 

I like to make a bed of damp peat 
moss on toe floor of the slant-bottomed 
hole and arrange the roots on this, as 1 
find It helps the roots get themselves 
established more quickly.

It isn't easy to bold the bush in 
position and fill In the hole single-hand¬ 
ed—rose planting, like tree planting, 
should really be a two-man Job-but 
with • little dexterity you can steady 
the plant with one hand and trowel 
earth over toe roots with the other. 


Jiggle the plant up and down from 
time to time to work toe fill-in soil 
■nxmd and under toe roots. 

When toe OlUng-m Is about two 
thirds completed, stop and pour half 
a bucket of water in toe hole, and when 
this drains away, complete the filling in 
with loose, dryish soil on top. The Idea 
of the water Is no*, as you might sup¬ 
pose, to give the plant a drink, but is 
poured in purely far its mechanical ac¬ 
tion in bringing toe particles of soil 
into close and Intimate contact with the 
roots. No treading is necessary or de¬ 
sirable in this method of planting, as 
the water will do all toe firming neces¬ 
sary. 

* . * * 

A worthwhile refinement Is to add a 
hormone root stlmuluant to the water. 
Then is a preparation called Transplan- 
lone which is very good fw this purpose, 
or you can use Dixon's vitamin B-l, 
about six drops per galltm of water: 
these chemicals act as a specific against 
transplanting shock, and get the roots 
off to a good start. 

Finally, prune back your newly- 
planted rose bush very drastically In¬ 
deed, cutting back each stem to just 
above an eye placed low on the bush 
and pointing outward, away from the 
centre of the plant.
